Will Be First Peaceful 


One in History 


Every Other Coronation Has Been 


Either Occasion of 
Celebration of 


Military \ictory or Political Oxer- 
throw or Attended »ilb 
Mourning 


for Kniperor. 


Peking, March 
28.—(By 
United 


Press)— When 
Yuan Shih 
Kai is, 


crowned emperor of China, if he is, 
it will be the firs! peaceful corona- 
tion in the annuls of that 
empire. 


The attendant ceremonies will be en- 
tirely new to 
Chinese history, al- 


though they have 
not as yet been 


formulated and perhaps will not be 
until the parliament has been culled 
together late in Mny or early in June 


Every other coronation in Chimi 


has been either the occasion for the 
celebration of a military victory and 
a political overthrow, or it has been 
attended 
with 
mourning 
nvei the 


death of an emperor. 


The custom of the ( hinese in Ihe 


case of death of the emperor always 
has been to announce first that the 
heir apparent hael assumed the crown 
and then, within three hours, to fol- 
low thai with the announcement of 
the death of the emperor. 


The announcement of the demise 


of the' ruler always has brought with 
it a period of three years of national 
mourning, during which time there 
have been no national ceremonies or 
celebrations. At the end of the per 
iod of mourning the 
emperor had 


merely 
laid aside 
his 
clothes of 


mourning and donner the royal robes. 


When the coronation has been the 


result of a military victory and a po- 
litical overthrow it always has been 
an occasion for a military celebration. 
the announcement of the creation of 
new nobles, a grand military review 
and fetes and parades of those who 
are beneiilted by the now regime, 


These celebrations ha\e been, like 


all m'li*arv i-e'eb'-ations, mo-t elabor- 
ate. 


There i.as been a gre-a*. di.-i l.iy of 


wealth r.rd pomp and 11 o feting of 
the nobles In the Chinese >n. IITH.T, to- 
gother v 'h an array of th" military 
pov/er of the new ruler an't a joyous 
display of the spoils of w:i>\ 


It seeiTB most likely, howevtv, rhat 


the coronation of 
Yuan 
Shih Kai 


will be a simple and democratic ai- 
fair, for he has chosen as the name 
of his reign, "Hung Hsien" which in 
English means "the reign of the 
Grand Constitution." 


The new emperor has 
chosen to 


make his reign one for the people. It 
is unlikely that he will create any 
new nobles, and his entrance to office 
likely will not be attended by any 
show of regality or superiority over 
the masses, for this it. the very thing 
the new emperor hopes to 
obviate 


when he starts to build the new lib- 
eral empire of China, a political gov- 
ernment too strong in its unity to be 
overthrow^ or 
weakened 
by ambi- 


tions or party dissension. 


Hence it is the opinion here that 


the coronation of Yuan Shih Kai per- 
haps will be ace'ompanied only by a 
military review and the delivery of 
an inaugural address by the emperor. 


This is merely a matter of conjec- 


ture, however, for 
the new empne 


will create its own ceremonies and 
customs, and will attempt to de\ iate 
from those of the 
imperial peters 


and dynasties that ha\e none before.

ily manageable in heavy weather. 
The gondolas hang much deeper than 
formerly and a bridge connects them. 
Both gondolas and the 
bridge are 


metal-plated, in the hope that they 
may prove bullet-proof. 


Each new Zeppelin carries about 


ten machine guns and two or three 
small cannon. 
Formerly the cannon 


were mounted on special platforms. 
It was found, however, that 
these 


were often hit, diminishing the craft's 
efficiency; so at present both machine 
guns andc annon are inside the gon- 
dolas protected by thick steel plates. 


Several new bomb-throwing devices 


have been addpted. 
An equipment 


has also been provided for pouring 
out poisonous gases upon enemies. 


The improved type of air ship is 


built almost entirely of a combination 
of aluminum and steel, the 
rudders

Will Be First Peaceful 


One in History 


Every Other Coronation Has Been 


Either Occasion of 
Celebration of 


Military \ictory or Political Oxer- 
throw or Attended »ilb 
Mourning 


for Kniperor. 


Peking, March 
28.—(By 
United 


Press)— When 
Yuan Shih 
Kai is, 


crowned emperor of China, if he is, 
it will be the firs! peaceful corona- 
tion in the annuls of that 
empire. 


The attendant ceremonies will be en- 
tirely new to 
Chinese history, al- 


though they have 
not as yet been 


formulated and perhaps will not be 
until the parliament has been culled 
together late in Mny or early in June 


Every other coronation in Chimi 


has been either the occasion for the 
celebration of a military victory and 
a political overthrow, or it has been 
attended 
with 
mourning 
nvei the 


death of an emperor. 


The custom of the ( hinese in Ihe 


case of death of the emperor always 
has been to announce first that the 
heir apparent hael assumed the crown 
and then, within three hours, to fol- 
low thai with the announcement of 
the death of the emperor. 


The announcement of the demise 


of the' ruler always has brought with 
it a period of three years of national 
mourning, during which time there 
have been no national ceremonies or 
celebrations. At the end of the per 
iod of mourning the 
emperor had 


merely 
laid aside 
his 
clothes of 


mourning and donner the royal robes. 


When the coronation has been the 


result of a military victory and a po- 
litical overthrow it always has been 
an occasion for a military celebration. 
the announcement of the creation of 
new nobles, a grand military review 
and fetes and parades of those who 
are beneiilted by the now regime, 


These celebrations ha\e been, like 


all m'li*arv i-e'eb'-ations, mo-t elabor- 
ate.

The new emperor has 
chosen to 


make his reign one for the people. It 
is unlikely that he will create any 
new nobles, and his entrance to office 
likely will not be attended by any 
show of regality or superiority over 
the masses, for this it. the very thing 
the new emperor hopes to 
obviate 


when he starts to build the new lib- 
eral empire of China, a political gov- 
ernment too strong in its unity to be 
overthrow^ or 
weakened 
by ambi- 


tions or party dissension. 


Hence it is the opinion here that 


the coronation of Yuan Shih Kai per- 
haps will be ace'ompanied only by a 
military review and the delivery of 
an inaugural address by the emperor. 


This is merely a matter of conjec- 


ture, however, for 
the new empne 


will create its own ceremonies and 
customs, and will attempt to de\ iate 
from those of the 
imperial peters 


and dynasties that ha\e none before.

The gondolas hang much deeper than 
formerly and a bridge connects them. 
Both gondolas and the

metal-plated, in the hope that they 
may prove bullet-proof. 


Each new Zeppelin carries about 


ten machine guns and two or three 
small cannon. 
Formerly the cannon 


were mounted on special platforms. 
It was found, however, that 
these 


were often hit, diminishing the craft's 
efficiency; so at present both machine 
guns andc annon are inside the gon- 
dolas protected by thick steel plates. 


Several new bomb-throwing devices 


have been addpted. 
An equipment 


has also been provided for pouring 
out poisonous gases upon enemies. 


The improved type of air ship is 


built almost entirely of a combination
